ITH two ocean-going ships, four 

airplanes and a personnel of 
more than sixty men, the Byrd ex- 
pedition to the Antarctic was prob- 
ably the most thoroughly equipped 
in the history of Polar exploration. 
Not less startling than its scientific 
achievements was the fact that it re- 
turned to civilization after fourteen 
months in the coldest and most deso- 
late region of the earth’s surface 
without a single serious accident or 
the loss of a man. 


The City of New York reached the 
edge of the Ross Shelf Ice on Decem- 
ber 25, 1928, and three days later the 
site for the base was selected at the 
Bay of Whales, near the spot where 
Amundsen had his base in 1911-12. It 
was christened Little America, and 
huts and houses were erected for the 
forty-two men who wintered there, as 
well as a radio station which kept the
